Tattersalls  Hall  of  Fame 
welcomes  Michael  Milton 

Michael  Milton  doesn’t  feel  right  on  the 
“flatlands”.  He’s  also  not  fond  of  the 
heat.  “If  the  mercury  rises  above  30°  at 
home,  it’s  a  safe  bet  that  I’m  no  longer 
in  the  country,”  he  says. 

He  was  barely  three  years  old  when 
Milton’s  parents  taught  him  to  ski.  It 
was  the  beginning  of  a  passion  and  a 
career. 

“Ever  since  then  I’ve  been  in  the 
mountains  or  thinking  about  them.  I 
follow  the  winter  around  the  world  and 
I’ve  only  had  two  summers  in  the  last 
18  years,”  explained  Milton. 

He’s  won  a  host  of  titles  and  races, 


including  four  gold  medals  at  the  2002 
Salt  Lake  Paralympic  Games  in  an 
unprecedented  clean  sweep  of  the 
alpine  events.  It  was  also  the 
realisation  of  a  ten-year  goal. 

Many  assumed  Milton  would  give  up 
competitive  skiing  and  the  lifestyle  that 
goes  with  it.  He  certainly  contemplated 
retirement  but,  after  much  soul- 
searching,  Milton  decided  there  were 
still  many  peaks  left  to  conquer. 

“Salt  Lake  was  a  real  turning  point  for 
me.  My  ten-year  journey  was  over,  I’d 
achieved  what  I  set  out  to  do  and  I 
couldn’t  see  a  way  forward,”  said 
Milton.

Glancing  through  the  Guinness  Book 
of  World  Records  In  a  takeaway  one 
day  gave  him  his  next  goal. 

“There  it  was.,  the  world  speed  skiing 
record  for  someone  with  one  leg. 

1 86km/hr  set  in  1 986.  It  was  like  a  bolt 
of  lightning.  I  could  use  my  skiing  skills 
to  take  my  sport  and  my  life  in  a 
different  direction,”  said  Milton. 

And  so  a  new  journey  began  and  a 
new  peak  was  in  view.  He  broke  the 
old  world  record  in  his  rookie  year  then 
set  his  sights  on  breaking  the  magical 
200km/hr  barrier.  He  expected  to 
achieve  that  in  his  second  year  on  the 
speed  skiing  circuit  but  conditions 
were  against  him  and  he  missed  by 
1 .32km.  Bitterly  disappointed,  he 
quickly  realised  there  was  opportunity 
in  failure. 


Built  for  speed. 


“It  was  tough  being  that  close  but  I’d 
put  it  alt  on  the  line  and,  when  I  had 
time  to  think  about  it,  I  understood  I 
couldn’t  have  done  anything  extra.  On 
the  positive  side,  it  meant  another  year 
of  sponsorship  and  speaking  gigs,” 
said  Milton. 

He  concedes  it  may  sound  mercenary 
but  Milton  is  a  realist.  He  knows  that 
corporate  and  media  support  is 
integral  to  his  career. 

“I  am  my  own  little  business  now  and  I 
have  to  balance  my  skiing  life  with  my 
business  life.  It’s  a  partnership,  one 
can’t  exist  without  the  other,”  said 
Milton  who  considers  himself  lucky  to 
be  able  to  earn  his  living  as  a 
sportsman. 

“I  spent  more  than  a  decade  on  the 
racing  circuit  living  hand  to  mouth  and 
I  don’t  want  to  go  back  there.  There 
are  few  athletes  who  can  actually 
make  money  from  sport.  Even  most  of 
the  successful  ones  eventually  give  up 
their  sport  for  a  more  secure  lifestyle,” 
he  said. 

And  what  now  for  the  man  who,  in 
April  this  year,  reached  (or  rather 
smashed)  another  life  goal  by  skiing  at 
210.40km/hr? 

For  Milton,  there’s  always  a  new  peak 
in  sight.  There’s  the  all-comers 
Australian  speed  skiing  record  of 
212.26km/hr  to  break.  As  he  says:  “An 


athlete  with  a  disability  holding  an 
open  Australian  record  will  smash  a 
few  taboos.”  And  there’s  his  fifth  and 
last  Paralympic  Games  in  Italy,  March 
2006.  But  before  then  he  wants  to 
start  a  new  career:  mountain-climbing. 

“Maybe  it’s  my  love  of  mountains  or 
maybe  It’s  just  me  wanting  to  push 
myself  physically.  I’m  not  sure  but  I 
know  I  want  to  try  it.” 

Milton  is  planning  to  make  his  way  to 
the  peak  of  Mt  Kilimanjaro  in  Tanzania, 
at  5896m  about  2000m  higher  than  the 
highest  peak  he’s  ever  skied  down. 

“I’ve  skied  down  a  lot  of  mountains  in 
my  time.  It’s  time  for  a  new  direction  - 
UP!”  said'Milton  laughing.

On  Tuesday  evening,  27  September, 
at  the  Special  General  Meeting  called 
by  the  Committee,  we  shall  be  asking 
members  to  approve  the  sale  of 
either,  or  both,  of  the  retail  shop 
premises  and  the  car  spaces  owned 
by  the  Club.  The  Notice  of  Meeting 
that  members  will  have  received  In  the 
mail  includes  an  explanation  of  the 
reasons  for  the  proposed  sales  and 
also  contains  an  invitation  to 
members  to  participate  In  what  will  be 
a  wide-ranging  discussion  on  the 
Club’s  current  financial  position  and 
its  future. 

This  is  an  important  meeting  and  one 
that  is  likely  to  stimulate  lively  debate 
on  the  issues  facing  us  at  this  time 
and  the  future  directions  of  the  Club. 
The  Committee  is  keen  to  gather  a 
wide  range  of  members’  views  at  the 
meeting.  Please  make  a  special  effort 
to  be  there  if  you  can. 

The  property  sale  is  one  of  several 


options  open  to  us  at  a  time  when  the 
reduction  in  member  numbers  is  the 
main  contributor  to  our  lack  of 
profitability  and  our  increasing  debt. 
Those  options  will  be  outlined  during 
the  meeting.  And  since  I  have  been 
asked  by  many  members,  I  should 
say  that  it  is  not  necessarily  the  case 
that  we  might  choose  to  sell  both  the 
car  spaces  and  the  shop  immediately. 
The  resolution,  If  passed,  does  no 
more  than  to  permit  the  Committee  to 
do  so. 

I  shall  also  be  writing  to  members 
shortly  to  advise  that  the  Committee 
has  decided  to  increase  subscriptions 
for  next  year.  This  will  be  the  first 
increase  in  three  years  and,  in 
addition  to  recovering  the  adjustment 
for  CPI  increases  in  that  time,  will  go 
some  way  to  meeting  the  trading 
deficit  If  member  numbers  reduce 
further  in  2006.  The  increase  will  be 
approximately  $80  on  the  general 
subscription  and  $1 20  on  the  Athletic 
Department  subscription  -  younger 
members  under  35  will  continue  to 
enjoy  the  significant  reductions  in  fees 
proportionately. 

I  look  forward  to  seeing  you  at 
6.00  p.m.  on  the  27th  September.
